Family Notifies Officers That Strathmann Had Not Re­

P H IL A D E L P H IA , Dec. 31— The owner of a Ken­ 
sington coal yard was found nearly beheaded early today 
in the Wood-turning shop of his establishment. 
The dead man was Henry bl. Strathmann, 62, of 
Churchville, Bucks county. Police said his head was al­ 
most severed by a band saw. 
Police made the discovery after being notified by 
relatives, shortly after midnight, that he had not arrived 
home. 
Two officers went to the yard and found the victim 
slumped against the band saw table, with the equipment 
still running. Police said they learned that Strathmann 
had left the yard at the usual closing hour earlier in the 
evening, but that he apparently returned later.
